STRANG OF TIOGA EXILAINS,

ALL the animals ot the greas State menagerie ad
Haorrisburg bave not hides s thick as rhinoce-
rosea, but the epldermis of some of them is na
tender as that of o spring chicken. Considering
the amount of villniny thas hus distinguished the
presont session of the Legislature, it Is not
astonisbing that those members who huve made
themselves partienlarly obnoxious to thelr con-
silluents and the public generally should eagerly
gelze upon the slightest opportunity to sdsume
an air of injured virtue, and, Il possible, o re-
tort upun thelr occusers. A few days ago we
animudserted upon Mr. Strung, of Tiogs, lor
pbjecting to the hroduction of w bill permitting
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to
Animals to erect fountsivs.

Junar BrEwsTER, in referring in o remarkolly
sitnifleant and impressive munner tothe large
number of murderers who esenpe punishment in
this community, and in deseribing  the canses of
the prevailing lnsecurity of il could searecly
mention, with propriely, one of the most power-
tul agencics that conduces w0 thig deplorable re-
snlt.  The beoch is B0 often compelled to leelure
the bar on the specinl polns that are constantly
arising, that an sludion to the influence of
adroit and upserupulons eriminal lawyers would
searcely have been in good aste in a charge to
the Grand Jury. But there I no good reason
why the press should be reticent on this topie;
and It 1= obvious to every reflecting mind that
the personages most setive and powerful in
chesting the gallows and the penitentiary ont of
their just dues are the attorneys whore familinrity
with every Imaginable deviee for Lamboozling
Juries and ountwitting magistrates and courts,
renders convictions always difficult, and often
Impossible.

Many persons think that everything is fair not
only in love and in war, but in the practice of
luw, and they are ready o admire and reward
the ingenuity of a lawyer, even while they feel
thot it i prostituted to so ignoble and dangerous
purpose,  But it s worth while to inquire
whether there should not be bounds of soine
kind =et by public opinion, a= well as by courts,
o Wie exerclse of disereditable artifices on be-
hulf undoubled criminals, As a rule, the
most abnndoned scoundrels, and the men most
dongerous 1o the community, employ the most
uble counsel, und, throngh their efforts, escape
the punishment which is freely meted out to
poor or bungling rasceals who have not the menns
ur the knowledize to retsin these potent dispensers
ol indulgences for every grade of viceand wrong-
doing. If the public are led away by
mawkish  svmpathy, or I juries fall to
conviet in coses where the weight of evidence
i# clearly against the prisoner, nine times out oi
ten the real resson why justiee is defrauded is be-
enuse the erimionl employed champions eapable
of awakening doubts where there was no legiti-
mute csuse for doubt, of creating sympnthy for
men who merited nothing but  eontemptuous
hutred, of surrounding the most odious, ob-
noxious, and commonplsce rascals with an air
ol romance, and of transforming bloodstaloed
guilt into injured lnnocence.

The trisl of & eriminal thus defended always
becomes an exciting and important event, The
facts moay bo pulpable and convineiog, but it
mntters not how elearly the case of the Common-
wealth may be proven, weeke must be wusted in
listening to the fictions invented for the defense,
11 no real evidence on behalfl of the prisoner ex-
iets, elnbornte testimony can be fabriented, Any
co=e skilfully worked up, affords opportunities
ol rome Kind for the suggestion of dowbls well
enleulnted to unsettle the minds of conscientions
jursmen, and make them pause in terror st the
possibility of an unjust verdict of guilty. It is
rearecly possible w coneelve of a murder, under
auy clreumstances, to which o plausible defense
cunnot be manufictured, i the prisoner em-
ploy= lnwyers sufficiently skilful in the wris of
mivstification, Positive testimony s com-
1.;:;.-11 Ly un neeu atlon  of  perjury; i
crmetantind evidenoe Is donouneed on secount of
Ik unrelinbility; aod i everything else fails, the
plen wf insuily be wrzzed with an earnestuess ainl
Ingenuity that few Juries con resist.
